The featuro of last year's trade (says 
the Buagkok Times, dealing with the export 
trate of Siam in 1903), was the drop in the 
rice export.

4 PLAGUE VOLCANO. 
The Horrors of Hongkong.

At a time when the conditions under 
which Chinese working men live and carry 
on their employment are being considered, 

'] it may be interesting to dasoribe the exist- 
ing state of affairs in an English Colony, 
and directly under the English flag. 1 
maintain that there could not be found 
anywhere in the world, or under any 
Administration Whatever, conditions 26 
deplorable and so degrading to human 
existence as can be found in the crowded 
Chinese quarter of Victorin City, in that 
Colony. 

Hongkong datea back for foundation to 
1841, when on the termination of the first 
Chinese War Hongkong was ceded to us. 
The island is small, and rises abruptly 
from the sus, with very little if any love! 
land at the foot of the high mountain that 
constitutes the island. When founded tho 
streots wero lnid out on very narrow linea,

and the houses were but a single atory 
high. The splendid situation of Hongkong 
as a commercial centro gradually drew a 
very large Chinese population to the place, 
and there cannot be far short of 300.000 
Chiveso workers employed to-day in and 


about the city. 


The narrow streets nid out for one story 
houses are now lined by houses threo, four, 
and tive stories high, and densely packed 
together.

Latrine secomnnadatian ié 
non-exietent, und the vilest filth is kept 
stored in the overcrowded rooms of the 
house- -freo quite close to the wretched 
kitchens of tho tenement floors. Human 
imaginaticn fnils to conceive the over. 
crowding and the filth of the conditions 
under which the Chinese workers dwell. 

The rouns ure constantly quite dark on 
thoir inner portion, needing lamp light ; 
und as tho houses aro built baek to back 
uir cannot circulata through the rooms. 
Cubicles with partitiona are everywhere 
found, noiwome beyond conception, and if 
the ceiling is at all bigh, a second range of 
becis is placed on a kind of mezzanine floor 
to inercase the accommodation, 

I have visited much of the Kast—India, 
Porsia, Turkey ; and other parts of Chineso 
territory under Chinese administration— 
but [ have never at any time or any place 
seen anything to compare for downright 
degradation uf human lifo equal to that to 
which the splendid Chinese workman 1s 
exposed urider Colonial Office rule in 
Hongkong ety. I say Colonial Office 
rule, for Hongkong ix a Crown Colany of 
the strictest kind and the wholo adminis- 
tration is in the bases of pau officinla of 
the Colontat sarvice: 

The climate of Hongkong is aleo a very 
serious factur when linked with the fore- 
going conditions. From April to Novem- 
hora most exhausting damp heat prevails, 
and not a breath uf air of tho monsoon 
strikes the placa, aa the high Peak Moun- 
tain ucts a8 an effectual wind guard against 
perflation. I uever served in a moro 
enervating and exhausting climate. 

As a result of this deplorablo and de- 
grading overcrowding. largely depending
